The LHA application asks for existing 
facilities, land and water rights presently 
owned by the Essex Company, and while 
their application says that ‘‘no new im- 
poundment structure is needed and the ex- 
isting dam structure and north canal will 
not be disturbed,’”’ the AVIS spokesmen 
don’t feel that offers sufficnent assurance 
for the future. 

Their restriction would prevent the 
company from flooding the waterfront 
land by raising the dam or flashboards at 
some future time.

Many complaints have been 
received by the Andover health 
department concerning bats. 
Daniel Tremblay of the health 
department staff, a Wildlife 
Biologist, has compiled the follow- 
ing information:

was really more fundamental than 
Khusro’s water needs. 

‘‘What bothers me more,”’ he said, ‘‘is 
that it’s a distinctly potential. non- 
conforming use within a residential zone. 
It’s uncontrolled growth. How could 20 
horses be stabled and shows put on there? 
How does this sort of thing happen in the 
first place?”’ 

Colleague Al Cole said that Khusro 
denied last week it was a business, and 
said he was just renting out stalls to cover 
the cost of his barn. He could legitimately 
build a barn for himself, Cole said, in a 
residential area. 

Edward Harris said there are a number 
of barns in town that rent out stalls, 
though he didn’t know if their facilities 
were also used for meets or shows. The 
question is, he said, if it is a commercial 
venture and if that’s forbidden, or ‘‘If we 
provide water for some people, why 
shouldn’t we for all?”’ 

Bowen said the question of commercial 
use ‘‘won’t die a quiet death no matter 
what we do in this instance,’’ and that he 
was more concerned whether the town 
wants to put itself in the position of 
providing utilities in ‘‘other than the usual 
way.”

Our arrival in Cardiff, the capital of 
Wales, was delayed and since we were on 
our way to see the Queen posed some 
problems. The Royal Carriage Procession 
was to pass our viewing terrace at the 
Center Hotel about noon and we were run- 
ning late. By our arrival, streets were 
blocked off and the big crowd was already 
on hand lining the parade route. We wound 
up practically running a half mile up 
Queen and Castle streets. Miss Marian 
Rees of the Welsh Information Office, our 
escort in Wales, informed us that there 
was no time to waste. She led the way and 
her performance indicates she may find a 
place on the British team at the next 
Olympiad. We made it because the proces- 
sion was late in leaving the Cathedral. 
Directly opposite Cardiff Castle, our view- 
ing vantage point was a hotel terrace, but 
at this end of the line the crowd was thin 
enough for us to stand at curb-side. 

All of England loves the Queen. 
Everywhere one sees pennants and 
decorations with large size reproductions 
of Her Majesty. A brewery devotes the en- 
tire side of a large building marking the 
25th year of the reign. A large grain 
elevator sign extolls ‘‘Congratulations 
Your Majesty.’’ Similar manifestations 
are to be seen throughout Britain. 

The Cathedral bells pealed and along 
came the procession. Fortunate we were 
for contrary to the usual right of way, 
which is left, the parade came down the 


right hand side of the road which is where 
we chanced to be standing. 

The pomp of what used to be Empire is 
impressive indeed. She sat on the right 
side of an open carriage drawn by four 
Welsh ponies. Beside the Monarch, in 
resplendent military uniform, rode the 
handsome Duke of Edinburgh who nodded 


to the plaudits of the crowds while the

call: ‘‘Atta Girl Liz.’’ The call had the true 
ring of admiration without’a tinge of dis- 
respect. 

A surprising aspect of the whole perfor- 
mance was that despite the numerous 
Household Guards before and after the 
carriage, the security amounted to only 
the Bobbies and Bobettes. Their function 
was to try and keep the crowds on the cur- 
bing and they were spaced about 15 yards 
apart. Other measures, and there must 
have been some, were not visible. This is 
mentioned because the one sour note in 
President Carter’s visit to Newcastle was 
the ever present cordon of American 
security men who, some English contend, 
became overzealous in their care-taking. 

This was the Queen’s first visit to Car- 
diff in 25 years. It was a happy occasion 
for the Welsh and soon the procession dis- 
appeared down the broad street and all 
that remained were the bits of paper and 
trash that attest to the presence of every 
big crowd. 

Later in the afternoon we were received 
at the Welsh office by Mr. Alec Jones MP, 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary of State 
for Wales for discussions by represen- 
tatives of Devolution and Industry 
Divisions of the Welsh Office. Devolution 
is an ominous sounding word and we were 
to hear it many times in Wales and in 
Scotland. The demonstration we saw 
earlier in the day allayed fear of the ul- 
timate actions it could portend. In later 
articles we will relate what we could find 
out about Devolution.

Memorial services were held yesterday 
afternoon at Christ Episcopal Church, An- 
dover, for Ames Stevens, board chairman 
of a Lowell textile firm and member of a 
prominent local family. 


Stevens 80, of 72 Great Pond Road, 
North Andover, had been working in his 
yard Saturday when he suffered a cor- 
onary thrombosis. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Lawrence General 
Hospital. 


Born in Lowell on May 31, 1897, Stevens 
attended Groton Preparatory School and 
graduated from Harvard University in 
1918. He was a Navy ensign in World War 
I, and served as a civilian consultant for 
the wool branch of the War Production Of- 
fice during World War II, for which he won 
the Medal of Freedom in the European 
Theater in 1945. As a consultant to the 
Army Quartermaster, he surveyed and es- 
timated industrial damage to European 
mills, with a view towards reconstruction 
before adoption of the Marshall Plan. 

After college, Stevens entered the fami- 
ly business, becoming president and chair- 
man of the board later in 1965. The com- 
pany, which began as the U. S. Bunting co. 
and later became the Ames Textile Cor- 


poration, was founded by his maternal 
great-grandfather, Civil War Gen. Ben- 
jamin F.. Butler in 1865. 

He was also a former member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the board of the 
National Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers from 1961 to 1962, a director of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Boston, a former 
director of the old New England Trust, 
and a member of the North Andover Coun- 
try Club, Yorrick Club of Lowell, Union 
Club of Boston and Essex County Club. 

Stevens was a winter resident of 
Sarasota, Fla. 

Survivors include his wife, the former 
Phyllis Brooks; his daughter, Priscilla, 
wife of Dr. James W. Rutherford, New Ca- 
naan, Conn.; three sons, Sdward B. of An- 
dover, George of Gloucester and Ames Jr. 
of Concord; a brother, Brooks Jr. of Con- 
cord; two sisters, Edith, wife of J. P. 
Stevens of Edison, N. J., and Harriet, wife 
of A. Alexander Robey of Lincoln; 19 
grandchildren and five great 
grandchildren.

Cleared Off 


About this time of year things start to get moving 
again, what with back-to-school time just around the 
corner, vacation season, regretfully, approaching an 
end, and the right period for a little fall house cleaning 
upon us. 

If that happens to be your forte this time of year, so it 
is too, in the new business. This is as good a time as any 
to check over the files and get ready for another foray 
of assorted items in the school year and ten ensuing 
months of the next fiscal year. 

So, let’s look about the desk here and see what’s left 
over in the way of thoughts or subjects yet undone. 


Elm Square Lights: Wonder if ever there will be 
a time when the turn into Elm Square from any direc- 
tion isn’t confusing. It’s a constant TOPIC of conserva- 
tion, and one which leads visitors to wonder when red 
means green and vice versa. 

The problem seems to amplify in the summer months 
when many visitors to the area become even more con- 
fused as they attempt to negotiate through passage 
from any given direction. 

Been talked about for a while but still on the back 
burner, one supposes. 


CBD Survey: Some months ago, actually over a 
year ago, residents of the town participated in a town- 
sponsored opinion survey concerning the central 
business district. 

It was greeted with applause and local officials of 
many hats looked upon it as a sincere set of guidelines 
for the future. 

Basically, the survey said Andover people wanted the 
Central Business District to stay about the way it is, but 
with more parking and better traffic movement. 

There were other suggestions, all of which were to be 
collected, reviewed and recommendations made. 

Here, a good several months later, the survey is still 
around, we suppose, gathering dust as have so many 
other surveys and consultants’ reports regarding An- 
dover problems. 

One day, we’ll find out the storage area for all these 


reports, surveys, etc., and find that alas! maybe we 
could have had our own little Camelot, if only the con- 
sultants’ thoughts had been followed. 


Conservation Land: We wonder with the 
continuing accumulation of conservation land in An- 
dover, which is commendable in some respects, will the 
vast property holdings of the corporate entity known as 
Andover suddenly need some caretaking. 

If the town has acquired all this property, which is to 
be used for such things as hiking, biking and horseback 
riding, otherwise known as passive rather than active 
recreational use, shouldn’t someone be in charge? 

Or, is this suggestion something that is already in the 
minds of some, but a ‘‘down the road”’ type thing. 

At the moment, there are volunteer caretakers of 
much of Andover’s conservation property. But, on past 
performance, volunteer efforts somehow have a way of 
creeping eventually into positions of more responsibili- 
ty thus, paid positions. . 

That’s just a thought at this juncture. 


Climate of Learning Committee: Somewhere 
back when Andover’s school committee was alleged to 
be disagreeable, insolent and otherwise not in the 
mainstream of some people’s thinking, a study com- 
mittee was devised to be known, if we remember cor- 
rectly, as the Climate of Learning group. 

Often there are such committees or groups formed 
and the name may not be completely accurate. 

But, we haven’t seen any report and wonder if the 
climate just changed satisfactorily. 


Growth Policy Statement: Andover’s growth 
policy statement agonized over by local officials last 
year, is apparently another one of those studies which 
probably has been relegated to the same cubicle as the 
CBD survey. 

We recall that Andover’s report had to be just so, 
Since state officials were awaiting it anxiously. 

Neither the state or the town has done an awful lot 
with the results other than to express appreciation to all 
those who responded.

decision-making to.ayoid such retroaction. 
He said it wasn’t:fair to charge the user 
more for water he’s already used. If the 
user had known in advance, Salamone 
claimed, he might have tried to conserve 
water to keep his bill down. 
“Retroactive biiling is not the way we 
should be doing business,”’ he stated. 


Austin, however, said the retroactive 
rate was justified because the selectmen 
had given warning that the rate would be 
going up, and because the economics had 
reached a ‘‘critical”’ point. 

The water department costs have risen 
sharply, as much as $15,000 a month, 
primarily because of the costs of 
chemicals and electricity. 

“‘The fact of the matter,’’ Selectman 
Richard Bowen maintained, ‘‘that the 
water system is not being run in a 
businesslike fashion.’’ 

He indicated that the department’s run- 
ning at a deficit has been a factor in the 
town not receiving a ‘Triple A’”’ credit 
rating. 

Bowen made a case Monday night for a 
flat rate increase, in an effort to simplify 
the rating systerr. 

He said the present rate structure is 
“‘not rational’’, and blamed some of the in- 
consistencies on ‘‘political’’ decisions of a 
few years ago that tried to put the burden 
of the costs on major users.

‘Despite energy in- 
dustry claims that the 
record-breaking cold 
winter and the end of the 
recession have brought 
conservation to a grinding 
halt, Massachusetts people 
have been conserving — 
and they will continue to do 
so,’’ said Henry Lee, 
Director of the 
Massachusetts Energy 
Policy Office. 


Non-weather related 
heating oil consumption 
decreased four percent 
between the 75-76 heating 
season and that of 76-77. In 
most of the winter months, 
the decrease was between 
seven and 14 percent. Real 
heating oil consumption 
went up in November, 
December and March. 


About 70 percent of in 
Massachusetts homes and 
businesses are heated by

=*“While the first. 2,000 cubic feet are 
hardest to produce, they cost the con- 
sumer the least on the current schedule. 


Block I consumers, who use less than 2,- 
000 cubic feet of water a year, are paying

(2,000 to 8,000) pay 56 cents, Block 3 (up to

Bowen said a rate structure that 
penalizes high users runs contrary to the

McQuade himself favors an update of 
the type rate schedule proposed by the 
consulting firm Camp, Dresser & McKee 
in 1970, which has users paying in propor- 
tion to the cost of producing their water.

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WASHINGTON -- It’s much 
too hot to worry about next 
winter’s weather.

The oil and gas tycoons are 
sore over the recent refusal of 
the House of Representatives to 
deregulate natural gas. There 
has been talk in the backrooms 
about punishing the nation by 
holding back natural gas sup- 
plies next winter. 

We accused the gas com- 
panies of holding back gas last 
winter. The charge was denied 
and we were denounced. The 
chairman of Gulf, Jerry 
McAfee, appeared on a nation- 
wide television show to 
challenge us.

This is because gas sold 
within the same state is free 
from price controls, while gas 
shipped across state lines is 
regulated. Apparently, Ten- 
neco was trying for the higher 
prices.

pick up favored dignitaries. 
Those who were out of favor, 
however, might wind up on an 
Eastern Airlines shuttle. 

Indeed, this happened to the 
late Archbishop Makarios 
while he was president of 
Cyprus. He was not popular 
with Richard Nixon and Henry 
Kissinger, who referred to him 
privately as “the Castro of the 
Mediterranean.” 

In 1974, Makarios was almost 
killed in an attempted coup. He 
flew to New York and wanted 
to go on to Washington. For 
security reasons, the FBI sug- 
gested that a government 
plane pick him up. But the Nix- 
on White House refused. And 
the Cypriot leader was obliged 
to fly to Washington in a 
crowded, Eastern Airlines 
shuttle. 

Two years ago, Kurdish 
leader Gen. Mustafa Barzani, 
led an insurrection against 
Iraq at the behest of the CIA 
and the shah of Iran. Then the 
United States and the shah 
decided to abandon Barzani, 
and he had to flee for his life. 
Eventually, he decided to 
emigrate to the United States, 
but no official transportation 
was sent for him. He had to fly 
in from the Middle East on a 
commercial airliner. 

All this has changed under 
President Carter. Now foreign 
leaders, regardless of their 
standing with the State Depart- 
ment, are expected to pay their 

- own way to the United States. 
Once they are here, the US. 
government will provide them 
with transportation. 

The Carter administration 
even refused to relax the rules 
for Nicaragua’s President 
Anastasio Somoza when he 
was rushed to Miami for 
emergency medical treatment.

The Brass Vs. The Blind: 
Forty-one years ago, at the 
height of the New Deal, Con- 
gress passed a law designed to 
put blind businessmen to work. 
Sponsored by state agencies, 
blind vendors began selling 
sundries in government build- 
ings. 

But some high pressure 
operators started cutting in on 
their business. So, in 1974, Con- 
gress strengthened the law to 
give blind vendors priority 
over their competitors. 

Now we have learned that 
the Defense Department has 
drafted a set of guidelines to 
implement the law. The Pen- 
tagon’s rules could put 
hundreds of blind businessmen 
out of business. 

Under the military’s 
guidelines, local commanders 
are given the authority to 
decide whether their buildings 
will use blind vendors or vend- 
ing machines. Much of the 
profits from the lucrative 
vending machine business goes 
to the local base recreation 
fund. The money is used to 
sponsor outings, picnics and 
parties. 

If a local commander 
decides he would rather have 
vending profits than help the 
blind, he can bar the blind bus- 
inessmen on any number of 
grounds. 

Blind vendors can be thrown 
off the base, for example, if it is 
decided their presence might 
reduce morale. They can also 
be excluded from military  in- 
stallations if they're thought to 
be a threat to the national 
security.

Children’s Whale Drawings 
Shown At Science Museum 


An engaging exhibit of children’s 
drawings and writings about the whale is 
open through September 5 at Boston’s 
Museum of Science. 

The display of 100 pieces, ‘‘There’s a 
Sound In The Sea,”’ is part of a collection 
made by Tamar Griggs of Vancouver, 
British Columbia, who conducts children’s 
workshops on whales and has taught art in 
Vancouver schools. 


Through elementary school magazines, 
She asked children in the United States 
and Canada to contribute pictures and 
written material on whales. Nearly 15,000 
children responded. The result is the 
Museum’s new display, as well as a book 
of the same title, published by Scrimshaw 
Press. 

Although some of the youngsters com- 
ment directly on whale-killing, most of 
them express that light-hearted empathy 
toward animals so natural to children. In 
fresh, uninhibited styles, their whales 
leap, blow, and swim under violent suns 
and multicolored seas. 


The writers project the same easy 
acceptance of a fellow creature. ‘‘Silly 
and funny, wet, Friendly, fat, huge, Near- 


an eight-year-old says. “If only I 


sighted,”’ 


could be a whale of the sea, It would be 
fun, but I’m me,”’ another says. 

In some instances the children achieve 
poetry. ‘‘A baby whale is come/Seeks 
through the world/And finds a home/What 
beautiful is born.’’ 

Included in the exhibit are information 
panels and photographs describing the 
biology, evolution, intelligence, and threat 
of extinction faced by these mammals. 


Organized by the Pacific Science Center 
in Seattle, the exhibit is sponsored by The 
Audubon Society and the Smithsonian 
Institution Traveling Exhibition Service.

Outstanding pitching by righthanders

on the matter until they see if they can get 
federal funding for their area, for which 
they seek historic status. 

If the selectmen decide to go through 
with conversion, it will be necessary to 
ask the finance committee for a transfer 
of funds for the additional costs, about $5,-

night moved that the meeting be set for 
the third. He said they could simply con- 
vene on that date and then adjourn until 
the 24th. 

The board also set the official opening of 
the Town Meeting Warrant at 8:30 a.m. on 
Tuesday, Sept. 6, with a closing at 4 p.m.
